You can receive emails from your pro¬ 
fessors and advisors, view final and midterm grades, 
register for classes. 

Q: When will I receive my financial aid? 

A: Any questions regarding Financial Aid can 
be answered by calling the Financial Aid Office (903) 
510-2385 or visit their website: finaid.tjc.edu. You can 
also check on your financial aid by logging on to your 
Apache Access account. 

Q: How much time do I have in between my 
classes? 

A: You have fifteen minutes in between each class 
at the least, (which is more than enough time to get 
from one side of the campus to the other if needed.) 

Q: What do the building codes “T” and “P” 
mean? 

A: On your schedule if you see a “T” under loca¬ 
tion your class is in Pirtel Tech building. If you see a 
“P”your class is located in Potter Hall. 

Q: What is the difference between the letters 
“T” and “R” in my schedule? 

A: Your class meets on Tuesdays if you have a 
class scheduled with the letter “T,”. “R” means it meets 
on Thursday and “TR” means the class meets Tuesday 
and Thursday. 

Q: Where is the Campus Clinic located? 

A: The Campus Clinic is located on the second 
floor of Rogers Student Center in front of the Rec 
Room and to the left of career services.

A: The Campus Clinic is located on the second floor of 
Rogers Student Center in front of the Rec Room and to the left 
of career services.

Qi Where can I park on campus? 

A: There is a student parking lot next to the Pat Hardly 
Fields and outside the Rogers Student Center, outside resident 
halls such as Ornelas, West, and Hudnel. You CANNOT parkin 
faculty parking or you will receive a ticket and fine. 

Ch Can I have my cellphone in class? 

A: Professors will let you know their cellphone policy at the 
beginning of the semester. 


What are the Apache Woodlands? 

A: The Apache Woodlands is located to the right of Or¬ 
nelas Residential Hall and past the new tennis courts. They are a 
set of portable buildings being temporarily used for classes and 
testing. 

Qi Where can I meet with my advisor? 

A: There are two Academic Advising offices on the TJC 
campus. There is one located on the second floor or Roger’s Stu¬ 
dent Center and another located in the Pirtle Tech Building 
room 202. Communication, General Studies, Engineering, and 
Nursing majors should visit the Roger’s Student Center to make 
an appointment to meet with an advisor. Graphic Design, Busi¬ 
ness Management, Computer Science, and Education should 
visit the Pirtle Office to set up appointments. The Academic Ad¬ 
vising Office number at RSC is (903) 510-2662, and the Pirtle 
office is (903)510 2347. 

“Where can I go to rearrange my Fall semester 
schedule?” 

A: Advisors say that changing your schedule can be very 
difficult once the semester had begun. On August 27-28th advi¬ 
sors will meet with students in the Apache Rooms to switch out 
classes if needed. 

Where is the Library at TJC?
